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I’ve been thinking lately about how much there is to know 
about fibre arts and crafts. When I teach, I always tell my 
beginner students that knitting is just two stitches and 
everything else stems from there. How you create the 
stitches and howyou combine them is what makes knitting 
magical -there are so many variations! 



I’m on a personal mission to learn as many 
knitting styles as possible-throwing, picking, 
Portuguese purl, Norwegian purl, lever 
style and so many more. Learning different 
techniques can not only help increase speed 
of knitting, but may also help reduce the risk 
of any repetitive strain injuries too! We’ve a 
great tutorial on Combination Knitting, by 
Jane Howorth, which is an interesting read and 
definitely worth trying out. If you wanted to 
really further your skill base, why not take a look 
at the professional knitting courses in Helen 
Barker’s feature on page 90? 

Knitting techniques are not the only area 
of fibre arts to learn - crochet is an often 
overlooked craft, but is a skill worth picking 
up. Even if you only learn the basics, it can be 



used either on it’s own or to enhance knitted 
projects. We’ve a basic tutorial by Claire 
Montgomerie on page 36, with a felt bag 
pattern foryou to try out your newfound skill. If 
crochet isn’t your thing, don’t worry, the pattern 
is adapted for knitters too! 

Patterns-wise, we’ve a great selection foryou 
this issue. One of our favourites is the Procell 
Jacket by Liz Lovick, on page 74. It’s defined by 
classic shaping and is very wearable; we had 
great fun shooting it. 

We’ve also got a knitting needle roll foryou 
too - if you are new to sewing, the instructions 
are clear and easy to follow. I’ve lots of lovely 
fabric in my stash, so I’ll be making several as 
gifts for my crafty friends!

Doggerland hits cyberspace 



» You may have heard of Karina Westermann 
under her nom de plume, Karie Bookish 
blogging on Fourth Edition, She runs her own 
business as a knitting and crochet designer, 
tutors, and works as a design consultant 
for a yarn company. She has also been busy 
designing and preparing her new collection: 
‘Doggerland: Knits from a Lost Landscape’. 

It is a collection of accessories inspired by 
this submerged landscape. It uses motifs 
commonly found on artifacts from the Middle 
Stone Age and seeks to take you on a journey 
through landscapes of your own. 

The idea for the Doggerland collection 
came to Karie when she was looking at 
artifacts in the National Museum of Denmark’s 
Prehistory section. A bone antler fragment 
carved with beautiful, simple designs caught 
her eye when her partner read aloud a piece 
about the lost region of Doggerland - a 
Mesolithic landscape now lost to the North 



Sea between the UK and Scandinavia. 
Doggerland will have eight patterns and Karina 
will be dropping a new pattern on Ravelry 
(search Doggerland) every two-three weeks 
between June and the end of September. The 
patterns are all accessories and are knitted in 
organic and (mostly) undyed yarns from the 
North Sea region.

JEANETTE SLOAN 

Long-time knitters have probably knitted Jeanettes designs, 
now she has her own yarn label and produces fabulous kits. 
Yarnwise caught up with her to chat about life as a knitwear professional 

BY: LOUISE BUTT 



Yarnwise: Let's begin at the beginning. Who first 
encouraged you to pick up needies and yarn? 
Jeanette Sioan: My parents were both really 
creative. Mum used to knit and sew for us, and Dad, 
who used to make shoes for her back in Barbados, 
was a talented self-taught carpenter. It was Mum 
who taught me to knit when I was seven years old. 

I used to watch her knitting, she was so fast and 
never needed to look at what she was doing which 
I thought was magical, so one day when I was 
bored I nagged her and she got me started. 

YW: When and how did you take knitting to the 
next ievei? 

JS: Although IVe knitted since I was a child I never 
thought of it as a career until I was studying for 
an HND in Textile Design. During the first year 
we rotated through print, surface decoration 
and knitted textiles where we were taught to use 
knitting machines. I loved using both hand and 
machine knitting to interpret my creative ideas 
and we were lucky enough to have lots of Rowan 
yarns to work with. All that texture and colour, I 
was hooked and there was no going back. Over the 
next few years I went on to do a BA and Masters 
specialising in knitted textiles. 

r d describe my style as 
colourful and contemporary 
with an eye for textural details 
like beading and embroidery 



YW: You're now a professional and 
accomplished knitwear designer. How many 
patterns have you had published? Where do 
you publish? 

JS: IVe actually lost track of exactly how many of 
my patterns have been published. My patterns 
have appeared in several UK knitting magazines, 
my own books and I also publish patterns online 
through my website. There are over 130 designs 
according to Ravelry. 

YW: What books have you had published? 

JS: IVe had four books published in total. Easy 
Knitted Accessories, Easy Beaded Knits, Easy 
Knitted Socks and Coiiection One. The last book 
was published in collaboration with AC Wood 
Speciality Fibres Ltd who are the company behind 
the Knitglobal brand and the book features ten 
accessory designs using their 4ply Sock Yarn. 

YW: How did it feel the first time you saw one of 
your designs in a published format? 

JS: It was hugely exciting and, to be honest, a bit surreal. 

YW: You teach knitting too. What style of 
teacher are you? 

JS: IVe been told that I'm very patient, which 
is good to hear. We all learn at very different 
speeds so I think it's important that students are 
encouraged to take their time so they can grasp 
techniques, gain confidence and enjoy it! 

YW: Where do you teach, and do you tour the 
country to pass on the craft? 

JS: I used to teach workshops up in Edinburgh C 
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INTERVIEW

YW: What classes/techniques do you teach? 

JS: Working with beads and sequins. Magic Loop, 
toe-up socks and Tm currently developing other 
workshop subjects. 

YW: You also teach machine knitting. Is machine 
knitting becoming popular again? 

JS:I know that some hand knitters raise their eyebrows 
at the thought of machine knitting but you can really 
achieve some amazing techniques with a machine that 
just aren’t possible when hand knitting. I teach students 
how to use standard, chunky and fine gauge domestic 
machines as well as semi-industrial double bed machines 
like Dubied and Stoll. Machine knitting has is certainly 
shrugged off the dodgy, bat-winged, garish, acrylic yarn 
obsessed image that it had in my teens. Yarns are much 
more sophisticated now so it’s easier to make things that 
look beautifully handmade rather than badly home made. 

YW: YouVe also been known to go by the name 
Duppdupp, where did that name come from and when 
do you use this name? 

JS:I don’t use the name Duppdupp anymore but it’s 
obviously memorable as I often get asked about it, my 
brother has a lot to answer for! It’s a nickname that he 
gave me when I was a toddler and I used to produce 
knitted accessories under that name about ten years ago.

YW: What is your knitting style? 

JS:I describe my style as colourful and contemporary with 
an eye for textural details like beading and embroidery. 

At the moment I’m enjoying designing using colour and 
slip stitches which create fractured stripe effects but I 
also love bead knitting, intarsia, lace and cables. At the 
beginning of the year I set out a list of techniques that I 
haven’t tried and top of the list is double knitting. 

YW: You have your own brand of yarns? 

JS: Yes. I’m very proud (and fortunate) to have had my own 
range of yarns for about two years now. The brand’s ethos 
is to give knitters the best quality fibres but without a 
hefty price tag with modern designs to support them. 

YW: What made you want to create the brand? 

JS:I was very lucky to meet John Hewitt from AC Wood 
Speciality Fibres Ltd when I ran my shop HKhandknit in 
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Edinburgh. I used to buy alpaca yarn from him and was 
struck by its high quality and how unbelievably soft the 
yarn was. When I closed the shop to concentrate on 
designing, we decided to work together on a yarn range 
bringing together his technical know how with my design 
skills and ‘Jeanette Sloan Yarns’ is the result. There are 
three qualities; Chunky Baby Alpaca, Baby Alpaca DK and 
Baby Alpaca/Silk 4ply. Each uses the highest quality baby 
alpaca and silk so that the handle is as soft as possible 
and the colours definitely reflect my tastes and knitting 
style. The Chunky & DK are perfect for textural cables and 
colourwork whilst the 4ply works particularly well for lace. 

YW: You have knitting kits avaiiabie on your website. 
Can you teii us a iittie about them? 

JS: Rather than compete with the stockists who retail my 
yarns I thought that knitting kits would be the perfect way 
to offer something different through my website. Each kit

comes with everything needed for the project including 
yarn, stitch markers, darning needle, beads and buttons 
if needed and the pattern supplied as a pdf download. 
Everything is carefully wrapped in tissue and packaged in 
a jute project bag which makes it handy to carry around 
while the project is being knitted. I package each kit as if I 
were going to receive it, it’s like receiving a lovely gift! 

YW: What kind of designer are you? Do you pian 
everything before the yarn hits the needies or do you 
cast on and see? 

JS: I’m a swatcher and planner at heart but you can get 
some pleasant surprises with cast on and see. I have a bad 
memory and have to make constant notes while I knit as 
there’s no hope trying to remember once I’ve cast off! 

YW: What is your favourite fibre to knit with? 

JS: It’ll come as no surprise to hear that it’s alpaca. S 
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Having grown up in the 70s with a choice of itchy wool or 
shiny synthetic jumpers to wear if s a luxury to knit with 
such an incredibly soft fibre. If s also strong and extremely 
warm without being too hairy. 

YW: What material are your tools of choice: wood, 
metal, bamboo or plastic, and why? 

JS: Definitely metal needles, I recently treated myself to a 
set of Knit Pro Interchangeables. Where have they been all 
my life? They are so smooth to work with! I don’t normally 
like wood but bought a set of Symphonie tips mainly 
because they’re so pretty. I used them to knit up a huge 
coat and was really surprised at how hard wearing they 
are. I’ve never got on with bamboo needles, it may be my 
knitting style. 

YW: Imagine you’re sent to a desert island and allowed 
to take one knitting book, a large sack of just one 
fibre type (though I think we can guess you’d choose 
alpaca), one set of needles and just three notions. 
What do you take and why? 

JS: What a question! Okay - the book would have to be 
one of Barbara J Walker’s Treasury series, any one of them 
has enough inspiration to keep you knitting forever. The 
fibre would have to be baby alpaca as I could knit with 
a ball and use the softness of the sack to sleep on (you 
didn’t say you’d provide a bed!) Now, you say a ‘sef of 
needles not ‘pair’ so I’d take my interchangeables (no 
doubt that’s cheating) and as for my notions I’d take a 
crochet hook, darning needle and row counter. 

YW: There’s a disaster about to happen, and you can 
only save one knit-related Item from your house, what 
do you choose? 

JS: An aran-textured lime green wool dress knitted by 
mum before I was born. She inspired me to knit and it 
reminds me of her. She put so many hours of work into it 
and even 50 years later it looks wonderful. 

YW: You blog and have a presence on Facebook and 
Twitter. How much Is social media a part of your life? 
How important Is It for you to stay connected? 

JS: Social media is an essential for connecting and staying 
in touch with what’s going on in the crafting world, 
whether it’s connecting with other knitters and designers 
or keeping up with the latest and new trends and yarns. 

I Tweet ((^.jeanettesloan), post on Facebook, have a blog 
and am also on Pinterest and Ravelry. I like to share what 
I’m up to whether it’s my inspiration, new yarns, colours 
or designs.

YW: Finally, knitting has taken you down some 
Interesting avenues, tell us about the knitted advert 
you participated In. 

JS: I’ve done a few jobs for the advertising industry. By 
far the most challenging brief was the ‘Use Your Head’ 
campaign for the Scottish Government. The purpose of 
the ad was to communicate the importance of insulating a 
house in order to conserve heat and save energy and the 
simplest way to convey this was for a hat to seemingly knit 
itself over a house in the midst of winter. 

To do this a giant hat with a circumference of 1 40cm 
was placed on a scale model of the house in front of a 
green screen. The hat was then carefully unravelled row 
by row and photographed at each stage using stop frame 
photography. In post production, the sequence of images 
is reversed which makes the hat ‘knit up’. It’s honestly the 
weirdest job I have ever undertaken, I only had about ten 
days to knit all the props and it was really bizarre to then 
have to undo all that work over a period of 1 8 hours and 
be left with only a pile of colourful spaghetti on the floor - 
and all that for an ad that lasted 30 seconds!

Slide the sts back to the right end of the needle and rep 
from * to * around. 

When you come to the live sts at the back of the neck, 
treat these as already picked up sts to work an i-cord 
cast off, then repeat the above instructions on the 
remaining edges. 

PATTERN NOTES 



This is an unusual construction - it starts with a 
provisional cast on and is then knit top-down until 
the pyramid band and diamonds are completed. The 
provisional cast on is then removed and the live stitches 
picked up, and the waistcoat is then knit bottom up to 
the divide for the fronts and back at the armhole. 

The back and fronts are knitted up separately. 

Colourwork 

You can get many different effects from variegated yarn, 
depending on how it is worked. To minimise pooling, 
one option is to knit with two balls at a time, working 
two rows (or rounds) with one ball, followed by two rows 
with the second. 

Fastening 

The Norwegian clasp has one advantage over buttons - 
no button holes! However, if you prefer not to use them, 
you can knit i-cords as ties instead. 

CENTRE DOWN 



(Lower half of waistcoat) 

Triangles 

Using a 4mm crochet hook and CC, provisionally cast 
on (see Issue 62 for a guide to the crochet cast on) 1 68 
(1 96: 224: 252: 280) sts onto the 4mm circular needle. 
Do not join. 

Knit in garter stitch (knit every row) until the band 
measures 5cm/2in, ending with the right side facing. 

Row 1: With WS facing, k1 4, turn, k1 , k2tog, knit to end, 
turn, k1 3, k2tog, knit to end, turn, k1 2, k2tog, knit to 
end; repeat short rows as set (decreasing one st each 
row) until one stitch remains. 




Row 2: Rejoin yarn to next live st on needle, k28, turn, 
k1 , k2tog, knit to last 3 sts, ssk, k1 , turn, knit to end, 
turn, k1, k2tog, knit to last 3 sts, ssk, k1, turn; repeat 
rows, decreasing as set until one stitch remains. 

Pull yarn through the loop to fasten. 



Rejoin yarn to next live st, knit to end (1 4 sts), turn, knit 
to last 3 sts, SSK, K1 . Turn. Knit to end. Turn. Knit to last 
3 sts, SSK, K1 . Turn. Continue as set until one stitch 
remains. Pull yarn through the loop to fasten. 



Mitred diamonds 

Using MC and 4mm (US 6) double point needles work 
as follows: 

Set up row: With RS facing, pick up and knit 1 4 sts down 
the right edge of the Y between the first two triangles. 
Pick up an extra stitch in the middle, then pick up and 
knit 1 4 more stitches up the left edge of the Y’, turn. C 



Repeat Row 2 four (5: 6: 7: 8) more times. 



5 (6: 7: 8: 9) triangles, plus 2 half triangles. 



Cut yarn and pull through the loop on the needle to 
fasten.

Mitre row 1 (and all odd numbered rows): Knit to 
centre stitch, p1 , knit to end, turn. 

Mitre row 2: K1 2, k2tog, slip centre stitch, ssk, k1 2, turn. 
Mitre row 4: K11, K2tog, slip centre stitch, ssk, K11, turn. 
Mitre row 6: K1 0, K2tog, slip centre stitch, ssk, K1 0, turn. 

Continue as set until 5 sts remain, ending after a Row 1 . 

With RS facing, k2tog, slip centre stitch, ssk, turn. 

K1, p1, k1, turn, sl1, k2tog, psso and pull yarn through 
loop to fasten. 

Repeat until 6 (7: 8: 9: 10) diamonds are made. Change 
to 4.5mm DPNs and repeat, making the diamonds for a 
further 4 rows. 



On rows 2 and 4 of the diamonds, you’ll need to make 
a half diamond at both edges, just as you did for the 
pyramid section, as follows: 

With RS facing, pick up and knit 1 4 sts down left side of 
diamond, turn. 

K1 , sl1 , psso, knit to end, turn. 

Knit to end, turn. 

K1 , sl1 , psso, knit to end. 

Repeat as set until 2 sts remain, k2tog and pull yarn 
through loop to fasten. 

Repeat on the right edges, but pick up and knit the 1 4 
sts UP the right side of the diamond, then continue as 
before. 
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If you want a longer waistcoat, simply add more rows of 
diamonds. 




PATTERN 

Woodstock Waistcoat 



Repeat this process for the fourth row of diamonds. 

CENTRE UP 



(body section of waistcoat) 

Carefully remove the waste yarn from the provisional 
cast on and put the stitches on a 4mm circular needle, 
placing markers after stitches 42 (49:56: 63: 70) and 1 26 
(147:168:189:210). 

With RS facing and your choice of MC, knit one row then 
purl one row. 

For the striped effect, change colour every 2 rows (knit a 
row, purl a row then change). 

Next row: Begin a 4 st garter edge on both sides (knit 
each St for 4 sts at the beg and end of each row). This 
will prevent the edges curling in. 

For sizes M and XL only: AT THE SAME TIME, knit to 3 
sts before first marker, k2tog, k1, slip marker, k1, ssk, knit 
to 3 sts before second marker, k2tog, k1, slip marker, k1, 
ssk and knit to end. 1 68 (1 92: 224: 248: 280) sts 

Continue in stocking stitch until measures 7.5cm/3in, 
finishing with WS facing. 

Waistband 

With RS facing knit 2 rows in CC, making sure garter 
stitch edges are maintained. 

Maintaining garter st edges, work colourwork section as 
follows: 




RS: Knit 3 (0: 1 : 4: 0) placement sts, follow Chart A to the 
first marker, work corrugated ribbing for the back, then 
back to Chart A to last 7 (4: 5: 9: 4) sts, k 3 (0: 1 : 4: 0) 
placement sts, work garter st edge. 



Repeat 2 rows of stocking stitch in CC as before. 

Work Chart C on the fronts maintaining ribbing and 
placement sts as set. 



WS: Purl 3 (0: 1 : 4: 0) placement sts, follow Chart A to the 
first marker, work corrugated ribbing for the back, then 
back to Chart A to last 7 (4: 5: 9: 4) sts, p 3 (0: 1 : 4: 0) 
placement sts, work garter st edge. 

When Chart A is complete, fasten off MC. 

Next row: Knit to first marker using CC only; rejoin 
MC and work in corrugated rib to second marker, twist 
CC around MC to prevent a gap, knit to end of row in 
CC only. 

Next row: Purl to first marker using CC only, twist the MC 
around the CC to prevent a gap, work in corrugated rib 
to second marker, twist yarns and purl to end in CC only. 

Work Chart B on the fronts (before and after the stitch 
markers), maintaining corrugated ribbing and placement 
sts as set. 



Repeat 2 rows of stocking stitch in CC as before. 

Use Chart D on the fronts, maintaining ribbing and 
placement sts as set. 

Repeat 2 rows stocking stitch in CC as before. 

Repeat Chart A on the fronts, maintaining ribbing and 
placement sts as set. 

Knit 2 rows in CC. 

Fasten offCC and work in stocking stitch using MC only 
for a further 7.5cm/3in, ending with WS facing. 

Divide For Armhoies 

Continue as set for 42 (48: 56: 62: 70) sts, put these 
stitches on a piece of spare yarn or a circular cable, 
continue for back section and to end of row. C

Row 1: Cast off 4 (5: 5: 6: 7) sts, knit to end. 

Row 2: Cast off 4 (5: 5: 6: 7) sts, purl to end. 

Row 3: Knit across. 

Row 4: Purl across. 

Row 5: K2, k2tog, knit to 4sts before end, ssk, k2. 

Row 6: Purl to end. 

Repeat Rows 5 and 6 until 70 (74: 98: 11 0: 1 26) sts 
remain. 



Next row: K2, k2tog, knit to 7 sts before end, ssk, knit to 
end.** 

Next row: K4, purl to end. 

Repeat from ** to ** four more times. 

Continue in stocking stitch, decreasing at neck edge 
only until 1 7 (20: 22: 25: 28) sts remain. Continue in 
stocking stitch until armhole measures 24cm/9.5in.

With RS facing, transfer left front stitches from cable/ 
waste yarn to 4mm needle.

Make the bobbles and sew onto the intersections of the 
diamonds... use as many as you like, in various colours!

THE BASICS 

To crochet smoothly and efficiently, you must hold the hook and yam in a relaxed, comfortable and consistent fashion. This will also ensure that your 
tension is even and accurate. There are two main ways of holding the hook and two main ways to tension the yarn. You can choose whichever 
combination feels more natural for you, or a variation on these. 



HOLDING THE HOOK 




KNIFE GRIP 

Hold the hook in your dominant hand 
as you would a knife. 

HOLDINGTHEYARN 




FOREFINGER METHOD 

Wrap the ball end of the yarn around the little finger 
of your opposite hand, under the next two fingers 
and over the forefinger. Hold the work steady with 
your middle finger and thumb, then raise your 
forefinger when working to create tension.

THE MAIN STITCHES 



SUPKNOT CHAIN 





Most crochet projects begin with a 
length of chain. This is the perfect 
stitch to practise your hold and 
tension with. 



A slipknot creates the first loop on 
the hook. 



1 Make a loop in the yarn around 
1 0-20cm/4-8in from the end. 

Insert hook through 1 Holding just the hook with point

DOUBLE CROCHET (DC) 





1 Yarn round hook, insert hook 
into stitch from front to back 
and draw loop through stitch 
only. This gives you three loops 
on the hook. Yarn round hook. 




2 Pull loop through two 
loops.

3 Pull loop through remaining 
two loops to complete treble, 
repeat to end of row.

FASTEN OFF 

Pull up final loop of last stitch to make it 
bigger and cut the yarn, leaving enough 
of an end to weave in.

COUNTING STITCHES 

Count the post or ‘stem' ofthe stitches 
from the side ofyourwork. Each post 
counts as one stitch.

USINGTHESTITCHES 

WORKING INTO WHICH LOOP? 

Crochet stitches are always worked through both loops of the next stitch (this looks like a V 
on top of the stitch), unless the pattern tells you otherwise. 

Sometimes a pattern will ask 
you to work only through 
one loop of the stitch. To 
work through the front loop 
only (flo), insert your hook 
underthe front loop of 
the next stitch, then bring 
it out at the centre of the 
stitch, then complete. To 
work through the back loop 
only (bio), insert your hook 
through the centre of the 
stitch, then underthe back 
loop to the back, then com plete the stitch. 

Sometimes you are even asked to work in between the stitches. In this case, ignore the 
top loops of the stitch and insert your hook between the posts of adjoining stitches. 




WORKING INTO ASPACE 

Sometimes you are asked to work into a space or a chain space. To do this simply insertyour 
hook into the hole underneath the chain, then complete your stitch normally. 



WORKING IN THE ROUND 

ADJUSTABLE RING 

This method is also referred to as the magic loop or ring, as it creates a round with no 
hole at the centre. Here it is demonstrated with double crochet. 




Make a circle in youryarn, at least 
1 5cm/6in from the tail end. Insert hook 
through the circle from front to back. 
Work a slip stitch to secure. 



* Insert hookthrough the circle again, from 
front to back and pull up a loop. Work a yrh, 
pull yarn though both loops on hookto 
complete the stitch. 




Work all required stitches into the ring in the 
same way, from *. To work the treble, work 
a yrh, insert the hook into the circle, from 
front to back, and pull up a loop. 3 loops 
on hook. Yrh, pull through 2 loops, yrh, pull 
through remaining 2 loops. 1 loop on hooK 
1 tr complete. 

Once all stitches have been worked, pull the 
loose tail end of the yarn to close the ring. 



SHAPING, 

COLOURWORK& 

TENSION 

JOINING IN 
A NEW COLOUR 

To join in a new colour (or a new ball of the same 
colour), you simply fasten off the old yarn and 
then attach the new colour with a slip stitch 
into the top of the last stitch made. If you want a 
neater join, you can also work the colour change 
as follows: 

Work the last stitch in the colour you are using 
first, up to the final step, so that the stitch is 
unfinished. Pull the new colour through the 
loops on your hook, completing the stitch and 
joining the new colour at the same time. 



Working a new colour over double 
crochet 




Working a new colour over treble 
crochet 




Once you have joined in the new yarn, you 
can weave in the ends of both yarns as you 
go, by holding them on top of your stitches 
and working round them as you work into the 
following stitches -or you can hook them 
through the back loop only before working the 
row as usual, covering the join with the new 
stitches which gives a lovely professional finish. 

Do either method for at least 6cm/2in then 
cut the remaining ends. Weaving in as you go 
like this means that when you fasten off, you’ve 
already finished!

ZOE CLEMENTS 



After being taught basic knit and 
crochet stitches as a child, Zoe came 
to love knitting and crochet (much) 
later in life, and wouldn’t be without it 
now. She has little time for personal knitting these days, so 
is a fan of ‘quick satisfaction’ projects like this felted bag, but 
as her house is rapidly filling up with cowls and bags she is 
contemplating a major lace project next instead! 



“One weekend^ I was experimenting with felting. I was 
stash diving and churning out lots of crochet felted 
bowls, when I came across the Herdy wool. I realised 
the bulky yarn would work up quickly and would felt 
thickly enough for a sturdy bag. The colours were 
begging to be striped together. I played with different 
handle options, to make them strong enough to 
support the bag on their own and this was the result!”

Rnd 8: Change to MC. Ch3, work 1 tr in each of next 

5 sts, 2 tr in next st, *6 tr, 2 tr in next st; rep from * 
around, si st to top of t-ch to close round, turn. 80 tr. 

Rnd 8: Ch3, work 1 tr in each of next 6 sts, 2 tr in 
next st, *7 tr, 2 tr in next st; rep from * around, si st to 
top of t-ch to close round, turn. 90 tr. 

You should now have a flat circle. If you would like 
a larger bag (bearing in mind it will shrink when 
felted) then continue to work increases as above, by 
increasing the number of trebles worked between 
each 2tr increase. For example, the next round will 
be 8 tr, 2tr in next st. Work until base is desired size.

Divide these stitches onto three double pointed 



needles - 4 sts on each needle. As we will be working 
in the round from this point, to create stocking stitch 
we only need to knit - so no more purl rounds! 

Work as follows (changing to the circular needle 
when required) using the base colour sequence: 

Rnd 1: Knit all stitches, joining to work in the round. 
Place marker. 

Rnd 2: (Kfb, k1) around, sm. 

Rnd 3: K around, sm. 

Rnds 4-5: Repeat Rnds 2-3. 

Rnd 6: (Kfb, k2) around, sm. 

Rnd 7: K around, sm. 

Rnd 8: (Kfb, k3) around, sm. 

Rnd 9: K around, sm. 

Rnd 10: (Kfb, k4) around, sm. 

Rnd 11: K around, sm. 

Repeat this process, increasing by one knit stitch per 
set, until the base measures 40cm/16in diameter. 

Body 

Knit evenly, in the Body colour sequence, or until 
body measures 35cm/1 4in tall. 

Cast off 

FINISHING 



Weave in ends. 

Handle 

(make 2) 

Cut three 1 00cm/40in strands of each colour and 
tie together approximately 1 5cm/6in from one end. 
Plait the strands together and knot at the 
other end (again, 1 5cm/6in from the 
end). Put to one side and refer to felting 
instructions. 

FELTING 




Lie the bag flat and thread the end of one handle 
through the bag body, in the middle of the CC1 stripe 
and approximately 13cm/5in from one side. Thread 
the other end through 13cm/5in from the other 
edge. Knot the tassels, to secure the handle in place. 
Repeat for the other side. 

Cut the corners off the plastic bags. Place the tassels 
in the cut-off corner and secure with an elastic band. 
Repeat for each tassel. This will help minimise felting 
on the tassels. 

Either hand felt the bag, or place it in a washing 
machine on a low temp, short cycle. It is better to 
under felt than over felt! If you have a top loader or 
twin tub, you can check on it from time to time. 
Remove from machine, take the plastic covering off 
the tassels, mould bag to shape and leave to dry.

7.25cm/3in from cast on edge, ending on a WS row. 

Body of Scarf 

The scarf is constructed from a series of pattern 




Chevron Lace: Work three repeats. 

Transition: Work for 10cm/4in, ending on a WS row. 
Chevron Lace: Work one repeat. 

Transition: Work for 1 0cm/4in, ending on a WS row. 
Chevron: Work three repeats. 

Ribbing 

Row 1 (RS): SI1, k3, *p1, k2, p1, k3; rep * to last 

St, k1 . 

Row 2 (WS): SI1, p3, *k1, p2, k1, p3; rep from * to 
last St, p1 

Repeat last two rows until scarf measures 
7.25cm/3in from beginning of the ribbing. 

Cast off - as the lace pattern will need room 
to 'grow’ while blocking, an elastic cast off is 
recommended. Knit 2 stitches, place them both 
back on the LH needle and k2tog, *k1, place both sts 
back on LH needle, k2tog; rep from * to last st and 
fasten off. 

FINISHING 

Weave in ends and block to 
measurements.

This needle roll can be made either by hand or by 
machine. If working by hand, ensure your stitches 
are small and even. If using your machine, it is 
helpful to ensure the tension is right on a scrap 
of the fabric and lining before starting on the 
actual fabric. 



Some fabrics can shrink during washing, so it is 
best to wash your fabrics before sewing together 
to minimise the risk of puckering later.

Needle Roll 



NEEDLE ROLL 



Preparation 

Measure the size of the largest needle you want 
to keep in the roll. Double this measurement, then 
subtract 1 0-1 5cm/4-6in. This allows for the height 
of the needle, plus extra for the pouch and flap. Our 
sample roll is 80x50cm or 31 M x1 9>2in. 



Iron both the main fabric and the lining. 



O Mark the size of the main fabric, lining and 
wadding using dressmakers chalk, then cut 
using sharp dressmaking scissors. If you are using 
patterned or fabric with lines on, take time at this 
stage to ensure that the lines are straight or the 
pattern is even. 



© Fold the ribbon in half and place it across 
the RS of the main fabric, approximately 
30cm/1 2in from the top, with the folded edge 
straight against the cut fabric edge. Place the lining 
over the main fabric, right sides facing (with wadding 
on the WS of the lining if desired). 



Pin the fabric together and secure with tacking 
thread if desired. 



Making up 

© Sew together (by machine or hand) 

approximately Icm/Min from the edges. Leave 
a 5cm/2in gap on one edge. Remove any pins or 
tacking thread. 

© Trim across the corners - this reduces 

bulkiness at the corners on the finished needle 
roll and allow nice corners (make sure you don’t snip 
into the seam made. 



© Turn the sewn fabric the right side out, using 
the 5cm/2in gap you left earlier. Poke out the 
corner using for example the knitting needle. Press, 
ensuring the seams are neat and flat. 

Pocket 

© Fold approximately 25cm/9Kin (or your 

desired amount) of the fabric, lining to lining, 
and top stitch on the edges. You will need to leave 
the top open to slot your needles in. 

© Using your needles as a guide, stitch straight 
lines from the top of the pocket to the bottom. 
Make various size smaller 'pockets’ to fit in different 
needle sizes. 1-2cm/>2-Kin is ideal, but you may 
require larger. 

Howto use 

® Place your needles in the pockets, fold the 
top fabric flap over the top of the needles to 
protect them, roll up the needle roll and tie securely 
with the ribbon. 







Personalise your needle roll by 
embroidering names, flowers, initials or 
adding beads or buttons. 



If you would like a border of the outer 
fabric to show on the inside, cut the 
main fabric 0.5cm/>4in larger than 
required, and the lining 0.5cm 34in 
smaller. Sew together as instructed, but 
take extra care to line up the edges. 
When turned right side out, simply press 
the fabric to size and the extra 0.25cm 
border will show on the lining side.

Clever use of lace makes this project look more complex than it is -the border is 
worked with the main body, so there’s no need to pick up hundreds of stitches! 

“Golddigging is a lacy scarf with an interesting stitch 
pattern which looks good on both sides of the fabric. 
The scarf is worked all in one piece with a scalloped 
edging worked along one side of the scarf. The scarf 
can easily be made longer or wider but more yarn 
will be needed.”

SCARF 

Cast on 65 sts using a stretchy cast on. 

Row 1: Knit. 

Row 2: S1 pyf, k to end. 

Rep last row twice more. 

Work lace section 

Use either written instructions or chart. 

Note: When working the chart, work all odd rows 
from right to left and all even rows from left to right. 

Row 1: Work Row 1 of chart, working the patt rep 
twice across row. 

Row 2: Work Row 2 of chart, working the patt rep 
twice across row. 

Row 3: Work Row 3 of chart, working the patt rep 
twice across row. 

Row 4: Work Row 4 of chart, working the patt rep 
twice across row. 

Continue as set through rows 1 -24 of the chart 26 
times. 

Row 1 : SI wyif, k to end. 

Rep last row 3 more times. 

Cast off using Russian Cast Off (see abbreviations for 
instructions).

Boyfriend Blues 
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Suffering a broken heart, Norrtje deKeijzer picked up her needles 
and knit goodbye to loneliness

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Yarnwise: Hi Norrtje, can you tell us a little bit about 
your background? 

Norrtje: My name is Noortje de Keijzer and Tm a 25-year- 
old multidisciplinary designer. I was born in a small town in 
the south of the Netherlands called Roosendaal. I studied 
at the Design Academy Eindhoven where I graduated in 
December 201 1 at the design department Man & Identity. 
During my studies I did a few internships at inspiring design 
studios. By looking around at Ryantown, the London- 
based studio of illustrator Rob Ryan and at Studio Miss 
Blackbirdy, the Amsterdam based studio of illustrator Merel 
Boers I learned a lot about illustration. At Studio IJM, the 
Amsterdam-based studio of stylist Frank Visser, I learned 
a lot about styling and set-design. These internships 
helped me to find the creative disciplines in which I enjoy 
working the most. In my creative work illustration, styling, 
concept design and product design go together. After my 
graduation I started my own Utrecht-based studio ‘Studio 
Noortje’. I’m working at assignments as a freelancer and 
next to that I work on developing my own projects. Since 
my graduation I’ve been busy developing my graduation 
project ‘My Knitted Boyfriend’. 

YW: You mention you studied at the Design Academy 
Eindhoven, did knitting feature quite heavily on the 
design course? 

Norrtje: At the Design Academy Eindhoven I studied at 
design department Man & Identity. This design department 
is about Identity in many different ways. It focuses on 
fashion, textiles, trend forecasting and interior design. 

Within the design course, the appearances and look of the 
materials we work with are very important. Knitting did not 
necessarily feature heavily on the design course. We learned 
the basics of textile design techniques and developed our 
own preferences in working with specific materials and 
techniques. I always enjoyed knitting as a technique. The 
graphical appearance of knitting fits my style. For ‘My Knitted 
Boyfriend’ project I wanted to make a man; soft, warm 
and friendly, but also a bit silly looking. The material, wool, 
and the technique knitting seemed very logical to me for 
communicating the ‘My Knitted Boyfriend’ idea. 

YW: Have you always hand knit? 

Norrtje: To be honest, I still can’t hand knit at all! My 




mother and grandmother, who are both very experienced 
hand knitters, knit the first ‘My Knitted Boyfriend’ prototype. 
After this hand knit prototype I was able to make a machine 
knitted second version of ‘My Knitted Boyfriend’. To do 
so I’ve got help from Dutch knitting specialist Sarena 
Huizinga, who has her own industrial knitting machines. 

She developed the pattern for the machine, and using that 
we created Arthur and Steve. 

YW: How did you come up with the idea of the Knitted 
Boyfriend? 

Norrtje: Like everyone else in the world, I feel lonely from 
time to time. I once went through a not so nice break up 
and for quite a while I was missing a nice man in my life. 

I enjoy making illustrations about how I feel, and so in a 
lonely moment I made an illustration about me knitting 
myself a boyfriend to keep me warm at night. When I 
shared this illustration I got so many positive reactions 
and people recognising themselves in this feeling that I 
decided to develop this little illustration into one of my 
graduation projects. I’ve always been interested in the very 
human feeling of loneliness. Somehow this emotion is a 
very negative subject that seems almost like a taboo in our 
society. I wanted to put the feeling of loneliness into the 
public domain in a positive and humoristic way. 

YW: What has the reaction been? 

Norrtje: The reaction has been very positive! The project 
does not need much explanation. People from all over 
the world can understand my project and even recognise

themselves in it. Some people do take my project a little 
bit too serious though. I did not try to create a serious 
solution for loneliness. I just tried to bring loneliness out 
in the public domain, and I believe that a negative feeling 
is already disappearing a bit when you can laugh about it. 
‘My Knitted Boyfriend’ helped me to get over my negative 
feeling of loneliness because the project brought me so 
much fun! 

YW: How long did it take to design and create the 
Knitted Boyfriend? 

Norrtje: The whole process of thinking about, designing 
and then creating ‘My Knitted Boyfriend’ took me about 
two years. I did not work on this project full time in these 
two years; I also worked on my other graduation project 
next to it. 

YW: Did you come across any difficulties in designing 
and creating the Knitted Boyfriend? 

Norrtje: When designing and creating, you always come 
across difficulties. While designing, I still had to learn a lot 
about knitting techniques. I did not know anything about 
industrial knitting machines. Luckily I had lots of help from 
experienced people. I think it is part of a design process to 
try things to see what works and what doesn’t. An example 
of a difficulty is that it is very hard to find a nice skin 
coloured wool! Of course this makes sense, most people 
don’t like to walk around in a knitted sweater in the colour 



of their skin. In the end I dyed a small amount of yarn in 
the right colour at the Textile Museum in the Netherlands. 
When creating a product you constantly stumble upon 
difficulties and limitations like this. 

YW: How long did it take to complete the first 
Knitted Boyfriend? 

Norrtje: The hand-knitted prototype took around two or 
three weeks of knitting with two people. My mother and 
grandmother were not knitting full time of course. 

YW: You have now branched out into accessories for the 
Knitted Boyfriend, how did that come about? 

Norrtje: The Knitted Accessories have always been part 
of the ‘My Knitted Boyfriend’ project. When making the 
‘Knitted Boyfriend’ I felt like it should be possible to adjust 
your boyfriend a little bit more to personal preferences or 
for a special occasion. Therefore I came up with the 
‘Knitted Accessories’, because we don’t all like the same 
type of man! 

YW: What has been the most fun when creating the 
Knitted Boyfriend? 

Norrtje: The process itself has been so much fun! I had 
lots of help from people around me and enjoyed working 
together with these specialists. Most of all I still enjoy 
making the little illustrations about ‘My Knitted Boyfriend’. 
And making ‘My Knitted Boyfriend the Film’ was a lot of fun

for me too! [Ed: ifs a must see. You can find the video on 
her website, www.noortjedekeijzer.ni] I think you can see 
this when watching the film. It was nice to see everything 
coming together at the end of the process. 

YW: Do you think this has put the feeling of loneliness 
out in the public domain? 

Norrtje: Yes, I think it did in a way. Of course it is just a start. 

I do not think my project made a big change but I hope 
some of the people that saw my project thought about it. 
Maybe it helped them to see their feeling of loneliness from 
a different perspective. I did get reactions of people saying 
they recognised their own feeling in this project. I think that 
means it is maybe a bit more out in the public domain. 

YW: Do you think knitting and humour can help 
with subject matters that could be seen as taboo 
or sensitive? 

Norrtje: I think humour can help with a lot of things! I think 
a smile is like a medicine; it can heal your sorrows and 
negativity. Of course we do not all have the same sense 
of humour, but I believe there are some things that are 
universal and smiling is one of them. Knitting was the right 
technique for me for this project; it somehow makes the 
project extra ‘humouristic’. I think you need to choose the 
kind of material that fits your idea when designing. But I do 
really enjoy the softness; the graphical look and the natural 
feel of wool and knitting. 

YW: You have travelled with the Knitted Boyfriend 
to many exhibitions, how was that and where have 
you been? 

Norrtje: It has been very nice that the ‘Knitted Boyfriend’ 
has got so much attention. Since my graduation we 
went to Salone del Mobile in Milan, to the Design Week in 
Eindhoven, to Inside Design in Amsterdam, to Woolweek 
in Amsterdam and to a satellite exhibition of the Kunsthal 
We love Fashion in Rotterdam. It is still really nice to hear 
all the reactions of people seeing him. And we would like 
to travel some more also outside of Holland! Maybe that’s 
something for the future. Sometimes I joke that I knitted 
myself a man to not be lonely anymore and he became so 
popular that he is always working and never at home!

YW: What's next for the Knitted Boyfriend? 

Norrtje: I’m not sure what is next for the Knitted Boyfriend, 
but there are a few things that I hope will be going to 
happen in the (near) future. I would love to be able to 
produce and sell my ‘My Knitted Boyfriend the Book’ with 
illustrations of My Knitted Boyfriend. A lot of people are 
asking me for the pattern so that they can knit their own 
boyfriend. I would like to produce this pattern and be able 
to sell it as well. Unfortunately it is difficult as a young 
designer at the moment to raise money for starting my 
own company and producing these designs. This means 
it is a slow but steady process for me, next to having a lot 
of side-jobs to earn my money. My Knitted Boyfriend and I 
are very curious as to where our paths will lead! And in the 
mean time I keep working on developing this project. 

YW: What is next for you? 

Norrtje: I will continue to work as hard as I can to expand 
my own studio ‘Studio Noortje’. I hope I will get more 
assignments in the future and be able to produce and sell 
my own products. I would love to keep working in different 
fields of the creative worlds, keeping busy with styling, 
illustration and product design. I really enjoy building sets 
and working as a stylist for magazine photo-shoots or films, 
I hope to do that more in the future. I’m very curious what 
will be next for me, in the mean time I just keep working.

GET TO GRIPS WITH 
COMBINATION KNITTING 

EAST MEETS WEST EOR KNITTING WITH DIFFERENT TWIST 
BY: JANE HOWORTH 



C ombined knitting, or 

combination knitting, as 
it’s also sometimes called, 
has been around fora 
while; probably the earliest 
reference to it is in a knitting book from 
1 938*, but it’s only in recent years that 
it’s grown in popularity. It gets its name 
because it combines the knit row of 
continental-style knitting with the purl row 
of eastern-style knitting. Once mastered, 
this technique is faster than traditional, 
English-style knitting. Another advantage 
is that it creates a dense fabric with a very 
even tension; so even, in fact that it’s 
sometimes compared to machine knitting. 



Combined knitting uses a different 
technique to English knitting because 
there is no need to ‘throw’ the yarn 
around the right needle tip with the 
right index finger, which saves time as 
well as wear and tear on the joints and 
ligaments. Instead, the yarn is held in the 
left hand, and the right needle is used 
to ‘hook’ the yarn through the working 
stitch. The yarn takes the same path 
around the needle in both the knit and 
the purl stitches, which means that the 
same amount of yarn is used to form 
every stitch, resulting in the lovely even 
tension that can be achieved using this 
method. 
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TUTORIAL 

Combination Knitting 




Compare these pictures: The first one 
shows the uneven tension, called 
Towing outC that is often a feature 
of stocking stitch worked using the 
English method. 




This second picture shows the even 
tension that can be achieved using the 
combined method. 



Given all its advantages, it’s worth taking 
a little time to experiment with this 
technique. Our step-by-step guide will 
show you how. 

GETTING STARTED - 
HOLDINGTHEYARN 

If you are not already familiar with the 
Continental method, take a moment to 
learn how and get a feel for holding the 
yarn in your left hand. 




To hold the yarn using this method, take 
it over the little finger, under the next 
two fingers and twice around the index 
finger. There are, of course, other ways 
to hold the yarn in the left hand, for 
example, the yarn can just be wrapped 
as shown around the index finger, and 
the turn over the little finger is omitted, 
so experiment until you find a way that 
suits you. 



KNIT STITCHES 

To form a knit stitch, keep the yarn to 
the back of the work, then insert the 
right needle, from right to left, through 
the back loop of the next stitch on the 
left needle. This stitch has to be opened 
enough to allow you to ‘hook’ the yarn 
through with the needle, so don’t be afraid 
to stretch this stitch wide to the right. 




The indexfinger of your left hand will be 
close to the left needle and there will be 
a little bit of tension on the yarn; some 
knitters hold their index finger next to the 
needle, parallel with it, while others like to 
hold their finger out, above the left needle 
- try it different ways until you find the 
one that works for you. 







Now the right needle goes behind the 
yarn from right to left and hooks the yarn 
forwards. The yarn is then drawn through 
the stitch on the left needle to form a 
new stitch. You will probably find that 
you rotate your right wrist to achieve this 
movement. Pull the old stitch from the left 
needle as the new stitch is formed. 



PURLSTITCHES 




To form a purl stitch, bring the yarn to the 
front of the work then insert the right- 
hand needle, from right to left, through 



the front loop of the next stitch on the 
left needle. 




Bring the yarn under and then behind the 
right needle, hook the yarn backwards 
through the stitch with the right needle, 
to form the new stitch. Again, you will find 
that the stitch has to be opened wider 
than is usual in English knitting in order to 
achieve this. 

COMPARING COMBINED AND 
ENGLISH KNITTING 

As you practice this style of knitting, you 
will notice that the stitches sit on the 
needle with the left leg, or side, of each 
stitch at the front of the needle, and the 
right leg at the back; this is opposite to the 
way stitches sit in English knitting, and can 
seem a little strange at first. 

This change in the way the stitches sit 
sometimes requires us to make adjustments 
as we knit. For example, k2tog worked in 
combined knitting (through the back loop) 
will produce a left-leaning decrease and ssk 
worked through the front loop will produce a 
right-leaning decrease. This is again opposite 
to the English style, where k2tog leans to the 
right, and ssk leans to the left. Knowing this, 
you should substitute ssk for k2tog, and vice 
versa, where you see these instructions in a 
pattern, in order to make decreases which 
lean the way the designer intended. 

USING COMBINED KNITTING 

This style of knitting can be used to power 
through large areas of stocking stitch, as 
well as any project that combines knit and 
purl stitches, including rib. It’s best avoided 
on lace stitch projects, however, because 
the way the stitches sit on the needle 
causes difficulties in some decrease and 
increase methods, such as kfbf. 

Combined knitting is a useful technique 
to add to your knitting knowledge; after a 
little practise you could give it a try on one 
of our simple headband projects on page 
82 to see the difference it could make to 
your knitting. M

The marathon knitter 

Helen Barkertooktimeouttospeakto Susie Hewer, a marathon knitter. Yes, a 

marathon knitter! 



We thoroughly enjoy hearing your stories 
at Yarnwise, especially those that focus 
on knitting. But there is one daunting 
aspect to this tale - it involves marathons! 
Intrigued, we had to find out more. 

Known as the ‘extreme knitting redhead’, 
Susie Hewer has now run a total of 31 
marathons and if that wasn’t enough, she 
has also completed a couple of ‘ultra’s’ 
which have consisted of a 35-mile run 
followed by a palm-sweating 52.4 mile run. 
It’s quite clear that Susie enjoys running 



and it wasn’t long before she combined it 
with her other favourite hobby and began 
knitting and crocheting while taking part in 
these runs. 

Justifiably proud of her achievements, 
she is now a Guinness World Record holder 
for both the ‘Longest Crochet Chain 
whilst running a marathon’ and now (most 
recently in 2013 at the London marathon), 
a record holder for the longest scarf 
knitted while running, which measured in 
at a whopping 2.05 metres long. 



MERGING HOBBIES 

Although already a marathon runner 
Susie explains merging the two was 
a complete accident. She says, “The 
running and knitting came about 
by accident in 2007. 1 was running 
a series of five marathons and two 
ultra marathons of 35 and 50 miles 
respectively to celebrate my 50th 
birthday and raise money for Alzheimer’s 
Research UK. One of the marathons I ran 
was the London marathon and I decided 
I wanted to do something special 
there to get publicity for the charity. 
Whilst I was discussing this with a friend 
she told me to act my age and stay at 
home with my knitting! So I thought I’d 
take my knitting with me and just run for 
a bit then stop and knit while chatting

About Susie, the marathon knitter 

Q: Who taught you how to knit? 

A: My mum taught me to knit and crochet 
when I was about five years old and I’ve been 
at it ever since. She was a very accomplished 
needlewoman and enjoyed all sorts of 
different crafts and her enthusiasm and 
creativity rubbed off on me. 

Q: What do you have on the needles at 
the minute? 

A: On the knitting front I’m designing a 
summery afghan using Rowan Summer 
Tweed. I’ve also got a Bargello work cushion 
cover on the go.

to the crowd. However, an article appeared 
in The Express and when the people from 
Guinness World Records heard about it 
they suggested I should go for a GWR and 
so all of a sudden I had to combine the 
knitting and running which had never been 
my intention.” She does add that it is as 
difficult as it sounds. She continues to 
explain that, “By the end of the marathon 
I can’t feel my arms because of the sheer 
weight of the yarn, and my shoulders and 
neck ache for weeks afterwards! I should 
stress that I only ever combine knitting 
and running at the London marathon and 
it is purely to get publicity for ARUK. Also, 

I have to get special permission from the 
marathon organisers to do it, as it can be 
potentially very dangerous. Pointy needles 
and 35,000 plus runners is not a good 



mix, even though I am an experienced 
marathon runner. I never practice it 
beforehand as running and knitting is 
certainly not a good partnership as it 
affects your stride and puts extra pressure 
on your back.” 

AWARENESS 

As Susie mentions, she runs to raise 
awareness for Alzheimer’s Research 
UK, the UK’s leading dementia research 
charity, having sadly seen her mother 
suffer from vascular dementia. Susie 
explains that in 1 997, her mother, then 
aged 81, had a series of minor strokes 
and it was shortly after that they started 
to notice behavioral changes, mainly 
memory loss and confusion. At first,

put it down to old age but explains, ‘She 
started wandering and had violent moods 
swings. Although she already lived with us 
it became obvious that she couldn’t be left 
alone for long and so I left my job in order 
to care for her.” 

Devastatingly, she went into a gradual 
decline and her “normally placid mum 
became violent and aggressive and suffered 
from psychotic incidents.” Susie realised 
that her mum no longer recognised her 
family and surroundings and had to make 
the very tough decision from being the 
full-time carer to place her mother in a care 
home. She died in 2005; a day after her 89^^ 
birthday and Susie ran her first marathon in 
her memory only two weeks later. 

Finding out that research into Dementia 
is vastly under-funded it is Susie’s mission 
to raise awareness and as much money as 
she can, through her marathon knitting. 

THE NEXT CHALLENGE 

Susie clearly loves a challenge and this 
year is no different. With the Brighton 
and London marathons already ticked off 
with personal bests to boot, we would be 
excused for thinking Susie would hang up 




her running shoes for another year. How 
wrong we were! 

“At the beginning of 201 3 I was still 55 
years old and so from Sunday 21 April I ran 
at least 5.5 miles each day on the 55 days 
prior to my birthday on 1 6 June. On 1 6 June 
I turned 56 and so from that day I have 
been running at least 5.6 miles each day 
for 56 days. In total, that will be a running 




streak of 1 1 1 days which fits in nicely as 
it just so happens to be the eleventh year 
since I started running.” 

She has also not long been back from 
the Badminton Horse Trials where ARUK 
was their charity of the year. Even though 
Susie is a marathon pro, what she is doing 
is simply inspiring. She manages to run five 
days a week (taking two days to recover) 
even though she has a touch of arthritis 
in her feet and she is determined to not 
let the fact she also suffers from asthma 
stop her from running. We can’t see Susie 
hanging up her trainers (or knitting needles 
for that matter!) anytime soon.

Consultancy work during this 
time included designing for Next, Rowan, Charnos 
Knitwear, Courtaulds Lingerie, Courtaulds European 
Fibres and the International Wool Secretariat. Sarah 
has taught and examined on Fashion and Textile 
courses nationwide, including the University of the 
Arts, the University of Brighton and Winchester 
School of Art. She established the Fashion Knitwear 
course at the Royal College of Art in 1 989 and has 
been senior tutor in Fashion and Textiles since 1 992.”

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Seasonal knitting 

Do you knit less in the summer? Or do you just put down your warm wool 
and alpaca, and switch to cotton and bamboo knits instead? 



I Ve often heard that knitting is a 
seasonal sport -that people knit 
woolly jumpers all through the winter, 
then move on to other interests for the 
warmer months. Are they mad, I wonder? 
And also ‘other interests’? Ha! 

For a long time the changing seasons 
had no impact at all on my knitting. For 
many years I was really just a sock knitter, 
and - in Britain at least - socks are a 
necessity all year round. Oh, there might 
be the occasional sandal day, maybe 
as many as two or three a year, but in 
general there’s no way I’m risking my 
toes to the changeable British weather. 
There isn’t a huge variation in fibre for 
sock knitting either. Bamboo blends can 
be nice (I’ve been pleasantly surprised by 
Wendy Happy, which makes lovely drapey 
socks that still stay up) but really, when it 
comes to socks, wool/nylon is where it’s 
at. It’s pretty fine yarn, too, and you need 
some fairly high temperatures before 
4ply starts to bring you out in a sweat. 
More recently, though, as I’ve moved

on to jumpers, cardigans, tops - actual 
clothes, basically - 1 have to admit I finally 
understand what people mean. It’s nice 
to be able to pull on a piece of clothing 
as soon as it’s finished, and even with our 
wonderful British summers that means 
it’s not the most fun in the world when 
you finish a chunky cabled jumper in the 
middle of August. And that’s aside from 
the joy of trying to hold it in your lap and 
work on it without suffering from heat 
stroke. 

Hot knits 

So, finally. I’ve given in to the lure of 
summer knitting, with loose cotton 
cardigans, light t-shirts, baby knits that 
are finished quickly and cause no lap- 
based overheating, and of course my 
default project of socks (any time, any 
place, any pattern - the perfect knit!). 
Light shawls are also perfect - a fine yarn 
in a silk or bamboo blend, with a nice lacy 
pattern, makes for gorgeous lightweight 
knitting. My actual knitting output, 
however, is undiminished. I’ve heard 
that people knit less in the summer, but 
that’s something that’s still beyond my 
understanding. For starters, my stash is 
not really not going to get any smaller if I 
stop knitting through it for a few months, 
and if I’m to save the shelving units from 
imminent collapse that’s more than a 
small concern. More than that, though - 
I’m an addict. Put me in a house without 



any yarn and soon I’d be knitting with 
string. (And hey, that’s actually cotton - 
perfect for a summer vest.) 

I once chatted with a yarn store owner 
who said that in the summer, her main 
competitor wasn’t other knitting shops, 
but garden centres, and judging by the 
amount of flowers I see on knitting blogs 
at this time of year, she had a point. I 
am definitely no gardener (I sometimes 
think I’m the only knitting blogger who 
neither gardens nor bakes!) but when 
the weather perks up and weeds decide 
it’s time to launch a renewed attack on 
my garden, even I have been known to 
give up a little weekend knitting time and 
attack the greenery with a trowel and 
shears. Making sure, of course, to wash 
the grass stains off my hands thoroughly 
before picking up the pure white cotton 
I’m currently working with. Green would 
probably be a better colour to choose, 
but after a small period last year when I 
was working on three green cardigans 
simultaneously (entirely unintentionally) 
I’m really trying to embrace other colours. 

In general, though, I think summer is 
the perfect time for knitting. Curled up 
on the sofa with my yarn and needles is 
one thing, but working outside, in a local 
pub garden, with the sun blazing down, 
a glass of wine on the table and knitting 
in my hands, sounds a tiny bit like my 
idea of heaven. Just no red wine near the 
white cotton, of course...
